Nicholson. New York: Architectural Book Publishing Co., 
1915. $10. The aim modern architecture structure which 
visibly expresses logical floor plan and which attains appro- 
propriate, efficient, economical application today’s advanced 
technical materials and methods achieve direct, natural effects 
with structural soundness and overall esthetically pleasing 
simplicity. This new architecture recognizes the vital needs 
life and designs proper setting for life lived today.

The modern movement has cast off stylistic inhibitions 
spective sentimentalism and passing through the initial stages 
toward final form whose high aim bridge the gap between 
esthetic feeling and practical doing.

Particularly worthy attention are the shops 
Pierce Company Boston, Hallowell Seed Company San 
Francisco, America House and Artek New York. One the 
striking features the Pierce store its location Copley 
Square directly across the street from the faded glories the 
Copley Plaza Hotel, down the street from the dubious splendor 
the Renaissance Boston Public Library, McKim, Mead and 
White; and diagonally across the square from Henry Hobson 
Richardson’s ponderous Romanesque Trinity Church. For gen- 
erations this square was venerated architectural shrine. 
was reality open mausoleum dead styles. The creak- 
ing past has been bravely and successfully disregarded 
new store, with its clean simple lines, efficient layout equip- 
ment, and excellent modern lighting. 

The crisp fresh dramatic design the Hallowell store 
appreciated first sight. George Nelson the book’s Fore- 
word points out that “our national monument Thomas Jeffer-

The two photographs America House fail convey the in- 
dividualistic charm its skillful use lightning 
accents. Artek store, unlike the average furniture store, has 
comfortable airiness, clean spaciousness, the well-defined circula- 
tion that set off one the best the book. 

The illustrations the Altman Kuhne candy the 
Rebajes and the Lederer jewelry shops and Windsor shops. 
all New York’s Fifth Avenue where projecting advertising 
signs are prohibited, show what excellent substitution 
made. The whole shop made the display. This solution will 
help end the mad maze ugly signs blazing for attention every- 
regret will felt for their passing. 

Some the book’s examples are only moderately successful and 
few are disappointing. greater number have the modern 
qualities logical layout. esthetically pleasing effi- 
ciency, and economy, but all not use materials and methods 
appropriately.

Frankfurt Germany These are momentous days the 
film history Germany well the rest the world, with 
the official opening motion picture houses the British and 
American Zones occupation. the American Zone the official 
opening theaters occurred July 30th, the Frankfurt and 
Munich Areas and the American Sector Berlin. Under the 
who heads the Information Control Division the United States 
Forces the European Theater, eight theaters were opened each 
the Areas and four Berlin. Film exhibition had nominally 
ceased what now constitutes the American Occupation Zone 
some time late March when power was shut off and when the 
onrush battle kept most the German people home. 
Except for few test runs the American Zone following 
Day pictures any kind were shown until the official July 
opening. The programs appearing all the twenty theaters 
included United Nations newsreel, called “Welt Film,” made 
jointly the Office War Information and the Political Intelli- 
gence Department the British Foreign Office, and combination 
two long and two one reel shorts, Toscanini and Tennessee Valley 
Authority, and Pipeline and Autobiography Jeep. 
Box office reports from the three areas indicate mixed reaction. 
Some theaters indicated record-breaking attendance, playing 
standees for almost five full performances day, and others indi- 
cated drop 50% after the opening day. The Lichtburg 
Theater Frankfurt, the one hand, house 295 seats 
the downtown area, sold out all its seven shows daily with 
ten twenty standees for each performance. The Kur-Licht- 
spiele Bad Tolz the Munich Area, the other hand, with 
350 seats and for three daily performances had crowds varying 
tween maximum 717 for one day and minimum 199 for 
another. the Berlin Sector, where the American program 
newsreels and had stiff competition from larger 
and better theaters the British and Russian portions the 
city, which were showing censored German films, favorable box 
office results were obtained. 
was expected, first, that the American operation would 
have packed houses well walkouts. Some areas Ger- 
many are film hungry and others are not. 
realized that box office results are not the only gauge the 
success the American film program, whcih now conceived 
and constituted has long-range plan for the American Zone. 
Reactions our films were, expected, mixed. Even the 
most optimistic planner who worked the German film opera- 
tion London, New York Washington before the American 
conquest Germany could not have hoped for overwhelm- 
ing acceptance our program and the subjects themselves. 
Munich there were many walkouts, and even some outspoken 
adverse criticism and comments the austerity our news- 
reels which included among other clips, reportage showing the 
execution five Nazi spies, two whom were guilty killing 
American airmen; memorial rites for the last victim the 
Gestapo; delousing Germans protection against epidemic 
and infection; memorial rites for Lidice. Some members the 
audience said that these were bad Nazi propaganda and 
not much more subtle.

The current film biography entitled Rhapsody Blue (Warner 
Brothers-First National) provides excellent opportunity hear 
all George Gershwin’s most famous works one sitting, and 
evaluate them comparatively. millions view the film here 
and abroad, fuel will added controversy that 
raging without let-up for two decades. Gershwin’s music has long 
been looked upon with disdain the classical-minded purists; 
now the most intolerant them all, the cultists hot jazz, have 
also joined the attack. According some disciples Bach 
and Beethoven, Gershwin was amateur whose technical limita- 
tions far outweighed his lyrical gifts; the jazzmen’s opinion, 
the other hand, Gershwin was entirely unaware the im- 
provisatory nature true jazz, and does not deserve ad- 
mitted into the charmed inner circle. the very act dismissing 
him from consideration, however, both hostile camps are forced 
recognize his enormous popularity. Since there more 
grain truth their accusations, how can account for the 
fact that Gershwin’s music performed more often than that 
any other serious American composer? Although was neither 
New Orleans fish nor Viennese Classical fowl, nevertheless has 
earned for himself permanent place the living monument 
American music.

the first phase social revolution. The signs and portents these things have been in- 
herent our political and social history for certainly the last fifty years. And the trends and 
direction have developed pattern that has not deviated since the industrial revolution. After 
1918 escaped, temporarily, the real obligations world power and paid for that escape 
bitterness and blood second world war. Now even the most stubborn and the most stupid 
are forced admit that we, nation, have been moved, despite ourselves, beyond the 
limited pattern our own immediate affairs and into that larger pattern world events from 
which, grown people, can longer escape. 


Naturally there are those, evidently millions them, who still feel that can, within our own 
physical national borders, maintain free choice what want when want it. 
But that mystic wish-fulfillment that little tattered dream out the past. While 
might not willingly accept our obligations world-wide scale without nursery performance 
kicking and screaming; accept those obligations will, despite ourselves. 


The specific signs this necessity are too numerous need repeating. The danger our 
struggle against danger directed ourselves because for the rest the world the urg- 
ency and the necessity completely inevitable. pointless measure within the element 
time because the shape the future, whenever takes its recognizable form, has nothing 
with today tomorrow the day after tomorrow; for the future, and its conditions, actu- 
ally existence before finally happens. Too many still think our country rich 
relative constantly being besieged penniless outsiders. insist upon thinking terms 
money and credits personal out-of-pocket-expenses. feel right resent creditor 
nation though were importuning street beggar, without realizing that the economy any 
nation can only exist true freedom the economy all nations kind balance that 
will assure human standard living. And, until that human standard living can achieved, 
will the midst all the chaos, the contradictions, the frustrations social revolution, 
expressed through war either military economical level. 


perhaps the most difficult all things first adjust those contradictions within ourselves 
that push into the booby-trap thinking that can ride through our lives the backs 
the lesser privileged. are frustrated then, principally, because will not look honestly 
the basic problems that create the troubles our time. Too many still hope that, 
continuing the polite hypocrisies our old attitudes and sticking our fingers the 
leaky holes the wall have built around ourselves, can avoid inundation that noth- 
ing more dangerous than the logic water seeking its overall level.

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woman sits the doorstep adobe hovel. the dust 
her feet two children play. The house has but single room, 
and through the small window pale stream light discloses 
dilapidated bed and odds and ends rickety furniture jammed 
into the tiny space. 

the courtyard network clotheslines cuts across the 
blue sky; the wash hangs clean but ragged the warm breeze. 
Before adjoining hovel neighbor cooks over small outdoor 
charcoal stove; other women nearby scrub improvised laundry 
tubs; small boy carries bucket water the hilly path 
toward them. the rear the courtyard stands little room 
marked (bath). 


the distance beyond the roof-tops the littte community stands 
great city modern concrete structures, spacious boulevards, 
and elaborate public buildings. There much new construction 
progress. Old buildings are being demolished, trucks haul away 
débris, workmen prepare deep foundations, dig sewers, carry brick, 
mix cement. Modern architecture emerging, streamlined and 
resplendent the bright sun. 

This scene contrast mirrors the housing problem Latin Amer- 
ica—adobe hovels the hill and the modern city below, back- 
street slums versus boulevard luxury. 


The problem affects the lives two-thirds our neighbors the 
south—roughly 85,000,000 people. Change the adobe dwelling 
wood, and the scene may conventillo certain parts Chile. 
Picture hut palm leaves and thatching, and you have favelo 
Rio Janeiro Baia; build any old cast-off boards, 
tin, bricks, bits sticks and stones, and the location may 
Mexico City, Lima, Bogota—in fact, almost anywhere Latin 
America. 


The question inadequate housing faces the United States well. 
And will grow bigger throughout the Americas the immediate 
future. the United States look toward vast postwar 
construction program, ask ourselves what kind cities our 
neighbors have built, what their housing problems are, what 
plans they have. 


Latin America’s housing problem tough one. The proportion 
bad housing the United States estimated one-third 
the total. Latin America probably two-thirds all urban 
shelter sub-standard modern yardsticks. Moreover, demon- 
stration projects built during the past five years reveal that water 
supply and sewage disposal are more vitally needed some 
tropical and semi-tropical cities than are the houses themselves. 
Let look few typical slums. Those Paz, Bolivia, for 
example, are series connected patios designed originally for 
the warmer climate southern Spain, but hardly suitable for the 
two-mile high Andean plateau. First intended for one two 
families, single dwelling three linked patios (with one privy) 
today holds thirty families more. 

The typical Chilean slum called conventillo. Step through the 
entrance one these long, narrow courtyards overlooking the 
blue harbor Valparaiso. Like the street outside, the area un- 
paved. row eight ten one-room dwelling units reaches down 
both sides the court. There may may not running water. 


Two excusados (toilets) stand the end. Thirty families call 
this home. 


Talk one the good hanging clothes dry and 
tell you what it’s like live conventillo. the little 


court, where the family has lived, she and her husband—

who has shoe cobbler’s stand around the corner—five children, 
and ailing unmarried sister are jammed into one 
“You can see how crowded are,” she says, “but get along. 
For the sake the children, want bigger house with 
little garden. But the few pesos husband earns and the little 
change the two boys bring from shining shoes and selling papers 
not half enough pay those high rents.” 

Santiago’s Department Statistics shows that the 540,000 people 
the city proper, 250,000 live conventillos. Health authorities 
say that eight per cent the city’s tuberculosis found here. 

the other Latin American countries, Uruguay, with her low 
population density and generally higher standard living, prob- 
ably the least slum-infested. Argentina, where wages are higher 
relation living costs than most other countries, the slum 
problem not bad. But there still much poor housing, par- 
ticularly the smaller towns. 

Brazil, with her 45,000,000 people, faces one the biggest prob- 
lems. According one estimate, seventy-five per cent the people 
luxurious Rio Janeiro live substandard housing. And 
the industrial center Sao Paulo calculated that sixty per 
cent the houses should replaced. 


Sao Paulo the cortico the chief tenement. family 
packed noisily into room opening community courtyard; 
this one room often many five six people carry all 
domestic activities. The construction dates over the gateways— 
1903, 1906, 1912—are reminders the years European mi- 


gration which also produced some New York’s lower East Side 
slums. 


Handicapped only partially developed building industries, too 
few trained technicians, and often acute national poverty, the other 
countries the Americas have begun valiantly and earnestly 
attack the problem low-rent housing. The first public housing 
project the Western Hemisphere was built Buenos Aires 
1910 the municipal government, long before the United States 
embarked its government-subsidized low-rent program. 


Chile leads the number units built, followed Brazil, Ar- 
gentina, Uruguay, Colombia, Peru, and Ecuador. Several have 
financed their projects with social security funds. others, the 
money comes from national housing agencies, semi-public banks, 
cooperative institutions, private companies. 


With social security funds Chile has built about 2,500 houses since 
1935, while over 6,000 dwellings were built the central govern- 
ment housing agency. 1943, Chile passed new law calling for 
$8,000,000 low-rent housing program which now under way. 
Brazil also has built most her low-cost housing with social se- 
curity funds. The IAPI, industrial workers’ social security agency, 
has the most progressive and largest program Latin America. 
1942, they had built over two thousand units Rio 
Janeiro, Sao Paulo, and Florianopolis. 


Although Argentina’s Comisién Nacional Casas Baratas was 
formed 1911, most the building has been done the past 
fifteen years. Between 1937 and 1941 Uruguay built nine projects 
Montevideo. The city’s architectural office helps low-income 
families supplying free plans and technical advice the house 
cost not more than about thousand dollars. 

Peru the central government housing agency under the Minis- 
try Development, which also builds hospitals, schools, and the 
“Popular Restaurants” various cities. Little Ecuador, economi- 
cally one the most under-developed countries, has built low-cost 
housing Quito and Guyaquil.

THE END THE EUROPEAN AND JAPANESE WARS brings recogni- 
tion the fact that the people the United States are fighting 
third all-out war—the War for Freedom the United States: 
not simple war against them, this war for freedom 
our own free nation. Cross-patterned like plaid, cross-hatched 
like Klee drawing, the weapon words, fired across the lines 
right and left, communist-fascist, white and black, with large 
lost battalions cut off, victims poll tax and Jim Crow restric- 
tions, migratory workers, Issei, Nisei, and Kibei Japs, and many 
industrial populations unassimiliated workers across the tracks 
—infiltrated propaganda parties killing the dark, re- 
sembles the religious wars Europe during the Reformation. 
And those days the course the war, its ceaselessly renew- 
ing outbreaks, intrigues, battles, mass murders, and assassinations 
spring not only from the contradictory opinions the masses— 
they are caused, fostered, deliberately propagated, and used for 
their own power the semi-independent nobles, for their own 
profit and the inculcation their opinions. They are promoted 
deliberately and knowingly for individual profit and private ad- 
vantage the ambitions these men and others who would 
like them. These creatures carry plague. 


America was founded upon principle religious freedom. 
The men who came here had fought for freedom, freedom 
worship God according their own manner belief. These 
envious men did not believe equal rights worship. Catholics, 
Quakers, and individual dissenters were alike anathema the 
Puritans. Reading the biography Roger Williams one learns 
how utterly these men who had won freedom for their own belief 


failed recognize the privilege any other faith exercise that 
freedom. 


Until the Civil War the issue freedom the United States still 
centered around the single problem religious bigotry. Out 
this first issue emerged another: persecution the Catholics 
became turn racial persecution the dispossessed and poverty- 
stricken Irish immigrants. Only after the Civil War did the 
struggle over slavery, difference opinion among whites, be- 
come transformed into racial issue. The first serious attempt 
establish caste system freedom solely upon racial differ- 
ence began with the alliance southern and western interests 
and political power the Since that time the two issues 
religious and racial difference have become inextricably mixed. 
They are longer two separate matters distinguished for 
discussion; they are one issue, and that issue must recognized 
Freedom the United States. 

Under the Constitution the two problems religious and racial 
difference have been settled and disposed of. That final, abso- 


lute fact. Upon these two problems nothing more said. 
The people the United States have made their historic decision 
and continue support it. But the religious wars the 
Reformation concerned not all the existence the Christian 
God, who was the same for all parties, but simply and entirely the 
question how God should thought of, the present issue does 
not concern the necessity freedom but only the question how 
freedom should used. generally agreed, except fanatics, 
that the Negro has every right the exercise freedom his 
own place. The struggle begins with the attempt the Negro 
exercise his legally authorized conviction that his own place 
citizen the whole United States. Freedom for the Negro, 
declares the racist, granted—but with difference. The Negro 
asserts that complete freedom has been without 
difference. The virulent conflict verbal opinion over which 
men have fought define the nature God are not settled dif- 
ferences; they are simply issues which the majority west- 
ern human beings have ceased significant important. 
Yet men were burned for them; villages were destroyed; men lied 
and murdered and blasphemed and died for them. 
foundest teachings Aquinas were perverted the Jesuits 
demonstrate that, since the end justifies the means, any means were 
righteous that brought the heretic God. During the Thirty Years 
War, series religious wars, the population Germany was 
reduced, the name God and the exercise power ambi- 
tious men, one eighth its former size. 


Religious and racial conflicts cannot disposed argument 
scientific demonstration. Humanity gets rid these problems 
simply outgrowing them, losing interest their meaning- 
less distinctions. For this reason the interest men who 
seek power exploitation these conflicts make sure that the 
meaningless verbal distinctions which stimulate 
are not allowed become dormant. order this such 
men must oppose the normal growth the human community. 
must plant and replant these conflicts the community mind. 
Running about the sewers the press they infect the public 
mind with plague. Pogrom methods are used divert attention 
from the self-seeking these men the victims their assumed 
public attitudes. The issues freedom India and Palestine 
are effective means divert the public mind from local evils 
any more obvious campaign against the Jew, Negro, Jap. 
The technic diversion, place the blame abroad, 
unbalanced attitudes, inculcate hatred. The long-sustained cam- 
paigns against Britain this country are only another method 
ambitious self-interest. The Irish politician thrives them;

The struggle did not 
become acute until after the defeat Russia Japan. From that time 
forward every action against the Japanese California was reflected 
Japanese militaristic agitation for bigger armies and more powerful navy. 
The trouble was deliberately fostered means power representatives 
the Japanese government the United States. This fact was clearly 
recognized the United States government, and every effort made 
urge the California anti-Japanese elements moderate their actions and 
their language. this way matter local racial discrimination became 


prime importance the foreign policy and eventually the defense the 
United States. 


What did the California and western elements hope gain their delib- 
erately continued anti-Japanese agitation defiance their 


international policy? really honorable answer can made. The 
California Japanese were conspicuous minority distinguished their 
fellows obvious racial traits. emphasizing these 
various competing business and labor elements were position restrict 
the business and labor opportunities the Japanese. Politicians wove their 
webs power words calculated bring themselves the support 
these interested groups. Stimulated the beginnings discriminatory 
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action fanatical apologists came into prominence, who feathered their nests 
and fed their private appetite for hatred disseminating deliberately con- 
sidered falsehoods. Other and lesser disinterested persons 
ligence seized upon these falsehoods and propagated them truth violent 
whispering campaigns. The agitation was carried forward opposition 
national policy and spite repeated attempts Presidents and Secretar- 
ies State make clear the agitators the great danger future war 
inherent their methods. Such agitators and members their organizations 


called themselves patriots. The result their patriotism may now measured 
American dead. 


Seemingly war with Japan has not made clear 
vicious consequences their unpatriotic efforts. Scarcely had the war 
begun before violent whispering campaigns spread stories spying and 
sabotage the Hawaiian Japanese. These stories have been authoritatively 
denied. act sabotage has been charged against Hawaiian Cali- 
fornia Japanese; not one has been convicted espionage. 


The Hawaiian Japanese, throughout this war with their own nation origin, 
have been conspicuously loyal the United States. This loyalty matter 
official record. Not long ago the Hawaiian delegates Congress publicly 
disassociated the Hawaiian government from any efforts deport restrict 
the future privileges the American Japanese. 


California the outbreak the war brought head long-continued efforts 
restrict the rights, privileges, and possible the citizenship the Cali- 
fornia Japanese. These efforts have been reflected similar agitation 
throughout the western American states and the Pacific coastal areas 
other American countries where Japanese have settled immigrants. The 
trouble began, after the routine freezing Japanese funds the country, 
the wholesale discharge from employment all American Japanese. Even 
Civil Service employees city, county, and state were discharged clear 
violation their legal rights. this time the anti-Japanese forces the 
western states area were still disorganized, without any clear plan what 
they should next. The situation was remedied voluntary action the 
Japanese. The Japanese recognized that their opportunity employment 
the coastal area would limited for the duration the war, and they were 
fearful race riots. Pooling funds, farm equipment, and vehicles the 
Japanese sent out representatives look for land the interior the 
continent which they might remove order remain self-sustaining and 
free from danger spontaneous public reaction the event Japanese 
military success. During this time indications race riots had developed. 
Indeed the first reaction white Americans was general one sym- 
pathy for their distressed Japanese American neighbors. Probably the danger 
race riots was first overemphasized the Japanese, has since been 
minimized the argument over evacuation. The danger, however, was real. 
Every effort was being made anti-Japanese elements stimulate race 
hatred and consequently race riots means their own vicious ends. 


rapidly was anti-Japanese feeling fomented newspapers, 
terested organizations, and politicians that the first Japanese representatives 
setting out look for land which they could move were quickly turned 
back. State governors roared warnings against them; state police impeded 
their movements; racially twisted persons threatened them. result the 
Japanese were forced accept military protection their search for place 
where they might continue usefully productive activity 
protection turned into the nightmare enforced evacuation. Urged 
anti-Japanese interests the western military command herded the Japanese, 
citizens and non-citizens alike, into relocation areas, 
evincing small recognition the Bill Rights. For the first time Ameri- 
can history group American citizens, the Nisei, born this country and 
citizens birth, was deprived citizenship rights solely the basis 
racial origin. The drama then begun continues the present time. The 
agitation founded upon deliberate lies, which justified this 
continues the newspapers. Orators thrive upon it, though 
several the politicians have since been defeated for reelection. Business 
interests formerly competition with the Japanese have made large gains 
evacuation. Other business interests have come into existence acquisi- 
tion properties forcibly abandoned the Japanese. body 
organized self-interest fighting preserve its gains continuing and 
permanent elimination the Japanese. 


Three bodies anti-Japanese feeling may distinguished. 
first, the large group organized self-interest, the businessmen 
gained evacuation, the small farmers who have been encouraged believe 
that Japanese farming represented unfair competition, the politicians and 
salaried officials who feed upon these people forwarding their special 
interests. There is, secondly, the group newspaper publishers, writers, 
and professional agitators, who use anti-Japanese agitation means 
their own power and aggrandizement. the Japanese should 
nently removed from California, these persons would weapons, 
have already turned them fact, against the Negro and the Mexican.

Last month discussed the vague and etheral approach the subject Art Aesthetics, and 
proposed the concept Art language. The concept the flowing-tied mystics discarded 
aesthetic double-talk used camouflage ineptitude. Before detailed study the concept 


language, would wise analyze some the other prevailing attitudes they are represented 
applicable Art. 


One the antitheses the mystic approach that the purposeful—the concept that Art should 
assume sociological, moral, philosophical responsibilities. While the mystic lotus-eater denies 
all responsibility his escapist abandon, the aesthetic prohibitionist with his purposeful mission 
seeks regiment his art into aesthetic Carrie Nation. use current phrase, born World 
War II, the purposeful aesthete requires that art should have “end use.” This “end use” should 
encompass mass civic beauty, social uplift, etc. His banner with the strange device “Excelsior” 
assigns him “contributing member the society which part” and “where his 
influence most needed.” His sociological responsibilities make him and his fellows aesthetic 
“inquisitadores.” His concept art must good, must accepted, for not the quali- 
fied leader lead the poor heathen higher spiritual appreciation? Whether not such 
concept responsibility requires pressure, duress, and intimidation unimportant 
Excelsior! His “end use” justifies all—why not create laws art, establish civic commissions 
rule such laws, forbid violations these pre-conceived ordinances, protect the right 
beauty denying all rights which not conform the thus-sponsored concept beauty. Shove 
art, like emetic, down the throat. After all the “end use” the justification. Collective aesthetics 
the end “positive, constructively functioning society.” “End Use” merely end? 

cannot accept either the mystic escapist, the purposeful crusader with his moral evalua- 
tions. Art not concerned with sociological moral values. Art may used express the 
emotional responses such values but cannot express values themselves. 


our community have real estate tracts which the type architecture preordained 
deed restriction. The distorted twenties presented this regimentation and the half-built sub- 
divisions attest the fallacy the thinking. Committees decided whether design harmonized 
with the collective whole. The yard-stick for measuring such unavoidably dimensioned 
the particular capacity the individual minds the committeemen. But the fallacy col- 
lective committee-mind was overlooked. Today these same individual minds have changed 
their concept the beauty all renaissance traditional real estate subdivision; but convene 
them into committee and they will impose their currently prevailing concepts again.

One 
architect artist may hit upon concept abstractions. abstracts all can. 
lectualizes abstractions. His intellectual processes forget that “abstract” 
from” and distorts this into “contributing to.” This intellectual fixation then expressed 
his art which turn paradoxical and therefore bewildering. that accomplished the 


emotional expression his own paradox and bewilderment, his art successful, for those who 
witness his work respond with like bewilderment. 


have now reviewed two extremes aesthetic philosophy. The unoriented mystic and the di- 
rectional crusader. Neither one uses art language for emotional expression. And the propa- 
ganda “end use” the directional crusade merely camouflaging rationalized concepts. 

Can one rationalize happiness into being? enjoyment contingent upon rationalized intellectual 
analysis? the ecstasy the face happy child enhanced the sociological 
logical processes are rationalized for that child? Does the full enjoyment glorious sunset lack 
because inability rationalize into dust and moisture prisms, 

light refractions, and such concepts physics? the artist has re- 

corded happiness, ecstasy, enjoyment, must his art have “end use?”
